On December 14, 20056, Applicants representative , Anthony M. Palagonia, discussed 
the Advisory Action of December 8 5 2006. 

Claim 31 was discussed as to possible methods of overcoming a 35 USC 101 rejection. 

The term "simulated" as used in the claims was discussed in the context of Applicants 
invention being completely implemented in software (except for the computer running the 
software) as opposed to the prior art having a hardware model with memory devices simulating 
buses.
